In 1945-46, about the time con¬ 
solidation began to move forward 
at a more rapid pace, classes were 
held around the pot-bellied heater 
in 2,105 single-room schools. From 
then until 1952 doors closed for 
the last time on 711 such buildings. 


First impetus to consolidation 
was given by the teacher shortage 
and it has continued to stimulate 
centralization through the past six 
and seven years. School boards 
have discovered that it is easier to 
obtain and hold its teachers in the 
modern facilities offered by a 
centralized school. It’s only natur¬ 
al. for what teacher wants to be 
virtually isolated in a one-room 
school with an adjacent but crude 
teacherage or poor accommodation 
somewhere else nearby.

A long forgotten genius in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway's mo¬ 
tive power and rolling stock 
department c^me up with an 
idea at the turn of the 20th 
century that blossomed into ad¬ 
ditional passenger revenues for 
rail lines throughout the conti¬ 
nent.

Interim Wheat Payment. 

Payment of an interim 12 cents a bushel on last 
year’s wheat delivered to the Wheat Board is out of 
the ordinary. Announcement of the Wheat Board’s 
plan gives an indication of the current difficulty in 
marketing the wheat from Canada’s three bumper 
wheat crops in a row. Generally at this time of year, 
cheques begin going out for the final payment of the 
previous year’s wheat deliveries, following the ending 
of the crop year on July 31. 

The fact that an interim payment has been decided 
upon and that the final payment on 1952 crop wheat 
will have to be delayed until further sales are made 
should be a warning to growers that the unexpected 
400,000,000 bushels or more which have piled qp from 
the 1951, 1952 and 1953 crops pose a problem for the 
sales agency. Nature has deluged the North American 
continent with wheat. United States growers have ac¬ 
cepted acreage control for 1954. Canada, with 363,- 
090,000 bushels carryover from the 1952 crop—equal 
almost to an average Prairie wheat crop—may have 
to take restrictive measures, but whether voluntary on 
the part of our growers or compulsory on the part of 
the Wheat Board remain^ to be seen. Next spring will 
tell the tale. 

However, the payment of 12 cents a bushel on 1952 
wheat already delivered to the Board will give grow¬ 
ers of the West $64,000,000, or about $400 on the av¬ 
erage. This will help in meeting current harvest bills 
but, we are afraid, will fall far short of cleaning up all 
farm debts. Another payment oF $36,000,000 on last 
year's’coarse grains will also be going out to produc¬ 
ers, making over $600 average payment on wheat and 
coarse grains*at a time when the money will be most 
acceptable. However, it may be accepted as a fact that 
farmers will be “slow pay” for some months to come.

Proper adjustments on your com 
bine can mean- big saving to you, 
states C. A. Cheshire, Extension 
Engineer, Alberta '••Department of. 
Agriculture. The cutter bar, cyl¬ 
inder, rack or straw walker and 
shoe are all places where improper 
adjustment means loss. While each 
may be adjusted so that there 
would be very little loss at that 
point, the loss at another point 
would only be increased. Adjust¬ 
ments should be made to balance 
the losses at each point, thus min. 
intizing thv overall loss. 

A cutter bar that is too high will 
miss the low nodding heads; a reel 
that is too high or is turning too 
fast will not lay the material prop 
erly on the platform.

Grain found on the 
ground in the standing crop is 
caused by natural shatter; grain 
on the ground urfcer the combine 
between the cutter bar and straw 
spreader contain the natural shat¬ 
ter plus the cutter bar or pick-up 
losses; grain on he ground behind 
the combine includes all the losses 
—the loose grain comprises the 
natural shatter, cutter bar, rack 
and chaffer losses, while grain 
still in the heads is the amount 
lost by the cylinder.

Cutworms oiten cause severe 
damage to field and garden cro;> 
in the J’rairie l’rovin-c.\ Modern 
methods and new insecticides m.w 
provid^fanners with an elective, 
an inexpensive, and a simple mean* 
of controlling these insect pests. 

Il’/iaf Are Cutwonnx.fr Cutworms 
are fleshy, soft - bodied, hairless 
caterpillars, which feed at night and 
hide (luring the day. They are the 
larvae or the immature forms of 
certain moths or “millers."
